Sept. 21.—A terrible fire, 
thought to be due to spontaneous com­ 
bustion, occurred at the grain elevator 
of Paddock, Hodge & Co. last night. 
As far as known last night eight men 
were killed aud probably eight fatally 
mjured. 
Some of those who were taken out 
after the tire started were far enough 
from death’s door to tell many of the 
details. 
William J. Parks, the superinten­ 
dent, after being blown through the 
window of the lower story, wad con­ 
scious for a moment, and said that 
about 8:30 a terrible explosion occurred 
on the south side of the elevator, and 
that he knew there were about 20 men 
at work on the seven floors of the enor­ 
mous building. 
None of those who are 
now alive will survive the burns and 
bruises with which they are covered. 
Besides those regularly employed at the 
elevator the three children of Superin­ 
tendent Parks were visiting him at tile 
time. 
One of these may recover from 
his burns, but Grace, a 17-year-old girl, 
is burned almost beyond recognition, 
and Harold, the third child, has not 
been found, being either blown to atoms 
or cremated. 
William Parks was found about 20 
feet 
from 
the 
building, frightfully 
burned aud his clothing almost entirely 
torn off. 
He had been hurled from his 
place in the main room through a 
window aud his agonizing cries were 
most pitiful. 
Another employe, John 
Carr, was hurled from the fiftn floor of 
the building, aud was found bleeding 
aud burned, with many bones broken. 
He did not long survive. Fireman David 
Kemp and diaries Keifer, the engineer, 
were found at their places in the engine 
rooms. 
They were wounded by falling 
timbers aud their faces were charred to 
a crisp by the flames. 
A be little daughter of William Parks, 
was sitting at tile desk in the office at 
the time of the explosion and she was 
hurled out of the door. 
She walked 
down the elevation on which the build­ 
ing sluuds and dropped down, to be car­ 
ried away unconscious, suffering from 
wounds troin which she cannot recover. 
John Smith was fatally burned. 
He 
was 
literally disembowled and was 
taken to tin- hospital to die. 
I’he missing men are doubtless all 
dead. 
No trace can be found of any of them, 
aud, as they were employed at the top 
of the elevator, their chances for escape 
were but slight.

T o le d o . Sept. 21.—A terrible fire, 
thought to be due to simultaneous com ­ 
bustion, occurred at the grain elevator 
of Paddock, Hodge Sc Co. last night. 
As fur as known last night eight m en 
were killed aud probably eight fatally 
injured. 
Some of those who were taken out 
after the lire started were far enough 
from death’s door to tell many of the 
details. 
William J. Parks, the superinten­ 
dent, after boing blown through the 
window of the lower story, wa8 con­ 
scious for a moment, and said that 
about 8:30 a terrible explosion occurred 
on the south side of the elevator, and 
that he knew there were about 20 men 
at work on the seven floors of the enor­ 
mous building. 
None of those who are 
now alive w ill survive the barns and 
bruises w ith w hich they are covered. 
Besides those regularly employed at the 
elevator the three children of Superin­ 
tendent Parks were visiting him at the 
time. 
One of these may recover from 
his burns, but Grace, a 17-year-old girl, 
is burned almost beyond recognition, 
and Harold, the third child, has not 
been found, beiug either blown to atom s 
or cremated. 
William Parks was found about 20 
feet 
from 
the 
building, frightfully 
burned aud his clothing almost entirely 
torn off. 
He had been hurled from his 
place 
in the main room through a 
window and his agonizing cries wert* 
most pitiful. 
Another employe, John 
Carr, was hurled from the fifth floor of 
the building, aud was found bleeding 
aud burned, w ith many bones broken. 
I ie did not long survive. Fireman David 
Kemp and d ia r ies Heifer, the engineer, 
were found at their pluces in the engine 
rooms. 
They were wounded by failing 
timbers aud their faces were charred to 
a crisp by the flames. 
T he little (laughter of W illiam Parks, 
was sitting at tile desk in the office at 
the time of the explosion aud she was 
hurled out of the door. 
She walked 
down the elevation oil which the build­ 
ing stands and dropped down, to becar- 
nod away unconscious, suffering from 
wounds from which she cannot recover. 
John Smith was fatally burned. 
He 
was 
literally diseiubowled aud was 
taken to the hospital to (lie. 
The m issing men are doubtless all 
dead. 
No trace can be found of any of them , 
aud, as they were employed at the top 
of the elevator, their chances for escape 
were but slight.

HEROES AT SIBONEY TOO 


Twenty-fourth Infantry’s Work 
In the Fever Camp.

Major Vollrath, of the Eighth Ohio 
was in Columbus yesterday, and seems 
to hare fallen into the hands of the 
newspaper boys. As a result the follow 
ing story, of interest to every member of 
the command, has been sent out: 
“Major Vollrath, of the Eighth O. V. 
I., says the officers of his regiment have 
had an unofficial intimation that the 
regiment would be needed again, and 
that a discharge at the end of the 60 
days’ furlough is not a certainty. Major 
Vollrath says in his belief the men will 
return to their duty without reluctance, 
if they are assured their services are 
needed. 
“ ‘Our experience in Cuba was a 
rough one,* said he. ‘When almost 
every other man was down with fever, 
we did not have a grain of quinine or 
antipyrine. Nevertheless the men were 
willing to stay and fight if they could 
get supplies. 
“ ‘If the terms of peace have not been 
formulated when our furloughs end I 
expect to see the men held in service. 
The furloughs may be extended for a 
few weeks, instead of recalling the men 
to camps.* *’ 


HOME MONEY ORDERS. 


Som ething 
New 
In 
the Way to Pay 
Bills. 
The public will greatly appreciate 
the convenience afforded through an 
order issued yesterday by First Assist­ 
ant Postmaster General Heath, which 
authorizes postmasters to issue money 
orders payable at their own offices. This 
practice has not been heretofore fol­ 
lowed, and the new departure will be 
an accommodation to the great number 
of people who, not having an account at 
a bank, desire to follow this economical 
and absolutely safe method in payment 
of bills. 
These money orders may now be used, 
tor illustration, in payment of gas bills, 
merchants and grocers* bills. In smaller 
places, the person indebted to a farmer 
may have an order drawn in favor of 
the latter, payable to him at any time, 
and sent to him by a neighbor who ob 
tains and delivers the mail for the 
neighborhood, the entire cost, say for 
$10, being but IO cents. 


LOW RIVER 


WHI Perm it 
Rapid Progress 
Dam. 
on M errill 


Major W. H. Bixby, engineer rn 
charge of the improvements of the Ohio 
river, is receiving bids for the removal 
of the coffer dam at dam 6. This dam 
is located at Merrill, and half of the 
Ghanoine dam which is being built 
there is nearly finished.

the steamship 
Nneces, which left Santiago bay on 
Aug. 26, reached Montauk Point a few 
nights ago. She had on board the Twen - 
ty-fourth infantry, one of the negro 
regiments, and a detachment of the 
First Illinois. After the fight at San 
Juan hill the Twenty-fourth dropped 
out of sight, and for more than a month 
and a half it was practically lost to the 
world. During this time it went through 
an experience not easy to parallel. 
In the attack on San Juan hill the 
black Twenty-fourth was ordered for­ 
ward, to be supported by the Ninth and 
the Thirteenth infantry. There were 
more than 600 men in the regiment, 
and they were marched a mile and a 
quarter by the flank so as to take a po­ 
sition at the front. In performing this 
movement they passed the other reg! 
meats, turned and formed at the front 
of the hill. Back of them and to their 
left were high hills, from which during 
their march to position the nearly noise­ 
less Mausers rained a stream of bullets. 
It was not till the regiment formed in 
the narrow valley at the foot of San 
Juan hill that the source of these bul­ 
lets was known. 
A few minutes after this preparatory 
formation the firing from these hills in­ 
creased and the position became unten­ 
able and the blacks moved forward to 
the attack This brought them within 
range of other positions held by the 
Spaniards, and from the right, from the 
left, from behind, from the tree tops, 
seemingly from all around them, came 
the leaden bail. Men began to fall in 
numbers, many shot in the right leg 
and the left shoulder at the same time. 
Few who were shot received less than 
two wounds, and the march up the hill 
was marked by the sight of tumbling, 
stumbling men, pitching forward in the 
death struggle. The Spaniards, count­ 
ing on their experience with the black 
insurgents, had concentrated their fire 
on the Twenty-fourth as the weakest 
part of the advancing line and the regi­ 
ment likely to be thrown soonest into 
confusion. The Twenty-fourth kept on 
meeting the fire from the hilltops un­ 
flinchingly. ignoring the galling cross 
fire, not minding the bullets that pat­ 
tered on the wire fence ahead, buried 
themselves with spiteful speed in the 
mud beneath or sang in high cadence 
over their heads. 
It took the Twen ty-fourth 40 minutes 
to ascend San Juan bill, and in that 
time General Wikoff had been shot in 
the back, and while being carried to 
the rear had been shot again and killed. 
General Worth, his successor, was shot 
in the back and dragged off, and Lieu­ 
tenant Colonel Liscomb, who next took 
command, was shot through the shoul­ 
der and carried back. On the hill Colo­ 
nel Ewers took command, and the 
Twenty-fourth gained the trenches with 
a loss of 8 officers and 85 men. In the 
trenches Major Markley of the Twenty- 
fourth took command, and in the trying 
days that followed the battle of San 
Juan hill he upheld his command under 
vicissitudes that few officers have been 
called on to face. 
For ten days the Twenty-fourth was 
on San Joan hill, relieving other com­ 
mands at different points at night and 
returning to camp in the trenches by 
day. There were few shelter tents to 
accommodate officers and men, and the 
sun scorched, the rain fell and soaked 
both men and ground, and sleep was to 
be had only in the mud. It was weary, 
heart breaking work, this, and after a 
rest on the soggy hill the men resumed 
their duties stiffened and weak. On the 
tenth day an order was received for the 
men to move off the hill and camp and 
make themselves comfortable. The or­ 
der was heard with satisfaction, and the 
regiment moved over to a hillside and 
began clearing the ground for a camp 
and prepared to have one night’s good 
rest. Fatigued and worn out by exposure 
and constant dnty, the men set at work 
with all the vim they could muster and 
made good progress. The camp was 
nearly ready at 4 p. rn., when a new 
order was received for the regiment to 
proceed to Siboney at once. By 6 p. rn. 
tjie men wore ready to start on an all 
night march. The night was pitch dark, 
the brilliant southern stars, hidden by 
the trees, lending scarcely a ray to il­ 
luminate the road as the soldiers plod­ 
ded along the trails over the hillsides 
and floundered in puddles of water and 
mud. It became necessary frequently 
for the men to grasp one another’s hands 
to avoid being lost in the gloom or en­ 
tangled in brier aud undergrowth. At 
8 a. rn. the white tents of the hospital 
of Siboney could be discerned from a 
hilltop, and, worn out by the toils of 
the day and night, the men lay down 
on the ground and slept with cold dew 
settling around them. 
Early that morning Major Markley 
Went down the hill alone, poked around 
and found out what his command was 


expected to da That dumb OBck to toe 
top of the hill, where, rested his tired 
but uncomplaining regiment, must have 
been made with a sinking heart, for he 
had learned that his men, having fought 
the Spaniards so bravely, were now to 
be used as nurses and laborers in the 
yellow fever hospitals two miles up 
the railroad from Siboney. But if Ma­ 
jor Markley had thoughts of discourage­ 
ment he hid them well. He cheerfully 
announced tho regiment’s new duties, 
commented upon them as being evidence 
of the worth of the Twenty-fourth, 
laughed at the officers who might have 
felt weakkneed and reassured the sol­ 
dier whose looks indicated that he hesi­ 
tated at the test of the pesthole. He 
discovered soon that he had made some 
progress in reassuring his command 
and, seizing the opportunity, called for 
volunteers for the yellow fever tents. 
Captain Angor quickly aided his com • 
mander, and 15 men volunteered from 
his company This started the ball roll­ 
ing, and the other captains following 
the example so bravely set by Captain 
Augur furnished the complement of 65 
nurses for the yellow fever post. The 
detail started on their mission without 
a murmur, without a protest that they 
had been mustered in as soldiers, not as 
yellow fever nurses. It was a serious 
squad that marched ont in the forenoon 
to take their station at the post down 
the railroad nevertheless. 
Bat the task 
before the regiment had only begun. 
Volunteers for burial detail, volunteers 
for cooks, volunteers for policing, vol­ 
unteers for all manner of work attached 
to attending some 1,200 sick not in the 
yellow fever camp, were called for till 
more than IOO men besides the nurses 
were lined up for assignment. 
Five days elapsed before news was 
received from the first 65 volnnteer 
nurses sent to the yellow fever post. 
The news was that 44 of them were 
down and must be replaced. 
Again 
Major Markley went among his com­ 
mand and exhorted them to do all they 
could for the sick. Then 44 new volun­ 
teers started for the post. Again and 
again were calls made, and batches of 
15, 12, six and so on volunteered. Each 
day was marked by the departure, of 
new men to take the place of those who 
fell victims to the fever. 
In the meantime Major Markley and 
his officers were hard at work putting 
the camp 
into 
sanitary condition. 
Owing to the absence of the utensils 
needed in a camp of sickness, the pollu­ 
tion of the camp was enormous. Of all 
disagreeable tasks the work of keeping 
a hospital camp clean is perhaps the 
most obnoxious. At Siboney this work 
was most revolting, but the half sick 
men of the Twenty-fonrth went at it 
with dogged resolution. They dragged 
the dead sand crabs from under the cots 
with improvised rakes made with barrel 
nails, they performed the trying duties j 
involved in nursing fever patients un­ 
der the dieadful conditions that existed, 
and they restrained the fever crazed pa­ 
tients. Night woald close down full of 
anxiety to the well in that faraway, 
hostile country, lonely and desolate to 
the sick. In one day 841 sick were re­ 
ported in camp. Dr. La Garde of Louis­ 
iana, head of the yellow fever hospital, 
began to break down under the strain. 
Not an hour of the night, scarcely an 
hour of the day, was he absent from his 
post, battling with the great disadvan­ 
tage of lack of some of the simplest 
drags against an insidious foe that gave 
no rest No sooner was one patient on 
the road to recovery, or dead, than a 
dozen new ones claimed his attention. 
Dr. Echeverria of Tampa, who had ex­ 
ceptional success in treating the fever, 
was also bending under the strain. 
Outside the hospital Major Markley 
was oalling for details for this and de­ 
tails for that, and at roll call a tottering, 
worn ont line of soldiers answered to 
their names. The major would announce 
the detail and say in conclusion that if 
any of the men were unable on account 
of illness to perform duty they should 
fall out. Not a man would leave the 
line, and the details would march away. 
Within an hour or two generally some 
of the men would return, acknowledge 
they were too weak to continue their 
work and be ordered to their tents. So 
reduced was the regiment that sergeants 
became cooks for the time, corporals 
privates and Major Markley himself 
did corporal duty. Spade in hand he 
would show how the work was to be 
done, or with tent pin labor with his 
baker’s dozen to erect a tent on new 
ground. This task of moving tents to 
new locations to avoid insanitary con­ 
ditions was a daily and exhausting one. 
The hardest part of it was digging the 
trenches around the tent, work which 
the men were physically unable to da 
As a consequence, in heavy rains water 
flowed through the tents and under the 
cots of men sick with fever, and mat­ 
ters could hardly be worse. But the 
major held on, going among the patients 
and joking them into better spirits or 
humorously scolding them for some 
breach of hygienic rules. 
One evening 12 female and 22 male 
nurses came into the camp, having been 
sent thither by the army hospital agent 
in New Orleans.

Nueces, which left Santiago bay on 
Aug. 20, reached Montauk Point a few 
nights ago. She had on board the Twen­ 
ty-fourth infantry, one of the negro 
regiments, and a detachment of the 
First Illinois. After the fight at San 
Juan hill the Twenty-fourth dropped 
out of sight, and for more than a month 
and a half it was practically lost to the 
world. During this time it went through 
an experience not easy to parallel. 
In the attack on San Jnan hill the 
black Twenty-fourth was ordered for­ 
ward, to be supported by the Ninth and 
the Thirteenth infantry. There were 
more than 600 men in the regiment, 
and they were marched a mile and a 
qnarter by the flank so as to take a po­ 
sition at the front. In performing this 
movement they passed the other regi­ 
ments, turned and formed at the front 
of the hill. 
Back of them and to their 
left were high hills, from which daring 
their march to position the nearly noise­ 
less Mausers rained a stream of bullets. 
It was not till the regiment formed in 
the narrow valley at the foot of San 
Jnan hill that the source of these bul 
lets was known. 
A few minutes after this preparatory 
formation the firing from these bills in­ 
creased and the position became un ten 
able and the blacks moved forward to 
the attack. This brought them within 
range of other positions held by the 
Spaniards, and from the right, from the 
left, from behind, from the tree tops, 
seemingly from all around them, came 
the leaden hail. Men began to fall in 
numbers, many shot in the right leg 
and the left shoulder at the same time. 
Few who were shot received less than 
two wounds, and the march up the hill 
was marked by the sight of tumbling, 
stumbling men, pitching forward in the 
death struggle. The Spaniards, count­ 
ing on their experience with the black 
insurgents, had concentrated their fire 
on the Twenty-fourth as the weakest 
part of the advancing line and the regi­ 
ment likely to be thrown soonest into 
confusion. The Twenty-fourth kept on 
meeting the fire from the hilltops un­ 
flinchingly. ignoring the galling cross 
fire, not minding the bullets that pat­ 
tered on the wire fence ahead, buried 
themselves with spiteful speed in the 
mud beneath or sang in high cadence 
over their heads. 
It took the Twenty-fourth 40 minutes 
to ascend San Juan hill, and in that 
time General Wikoff had been shot in 
the back, and while being carried to 
the rear had been shot again and killed. 
General Worth, his successor, was shot 
in the back and dragged off, and Lieu­ 
tenant Colonel Liscomb, who next took 
command, was shot through the shoul­ 
der and carried back. On the hill Colo­ 
nel Ewers took command, and the 
Twenty-fourth gained the trenches with 
a loss of 8 officers and 85 men. In the 
trenches Major Markley of the Twenty- 
fourth took command, and in the trying 
days that followed the battle of San 
Jnan hill he upheld his command under 
vicissitudes that few officers have been 
called on to face. 
For ten days the Twenty-fourth was 
on San Jnan hill, relieving other com­ 
mands at different points at night and 
returning to camp in the trenches by 
day. There were few shelter tents to 
accommodate officers and men, and the 
sun scorched, the rain fell and soaked 
both men and ground, and sleep was to 
be had only in the mud. It was weary, 
heart breaking work, this, and after a 
rest on the soggy hill the men resumed 
their duties stiffened and weak. On the 
tenth day an order was received for the 
men to move off the hill and camp and 
make themselves comfortable. The or­ 
der was heard with satisfaction, and the 
regiment moved over to a hillside and 
began clearing the ground for a camp 
and prepared to have one night’s good 
rest. Fatigued and worn out by exposure 
and constant duty, the men set at work 
with all tho vim they could muster and 
made good progress. The camp was 
nearly ready at 4 p. rn., when a new 
order was received for the regiment to 
proceed to Siboney at once. By 6 p. rn. 
Ute men were ready to start on an all 
night march. The night was pitch dark, 
the brilliant southern stars, hidden by 
the trees, lending scarcely a ray to il­ 
luminate the road as the soldiers plod­ 
ded along the trails over the hillsides 
and floundered in puddles of water and 
mud. It became necessary frequently 
for the men to grasp one another's hands 
to avoid being lost in the gloom or en­ 
tangled in brier aud undergrowth. At 
8 a. rn. the white tents of the hospital 
of Siboney could be discerned from a 
hilltop, and, worn out by the toils of 
the day and night, the men lay down 
on the ground and slept with cold dew 
settling around them. 
Early that morning Major Markley 
Went down the hill alone, poked around 
and found out what his command was 


expected to do. Tdat Clinid tiara to toe 
top of the hill, where, rested his tired 
but uncomplaining regiment, must have 
been made with a sinking heart, for he 
had learned that hisrrmn, having fought 
the Spaniards so bravely, were uow to 
be used as nurses and laborers in the 
yellow fever hospitals two miles up 
the railroad from Siboney.

The 
detail started on their mission without 
a murmur, without a protest that they 
had been mustered in as soldiers, not as 
yellow fever nurses. 
It was a serious 
squad that marched out in the forenoon 
to take their station at the post down 
the railroad nevertheless. 
But the task

Volunteers for burial detail, volunteers 
for cooks, volunteers for policing, vol­ 
unteers for all manner of work attached 
to attending some 1,200 sick not in the 
yellow fever camp, were called for till 
more than IOO men besides the nurses 
were lined up for assignment.

The Age o f Niagara Falls. 
At the recent meeting of the Ameri­ 
can Association I* or the A dvancem ent 
of Science Professor C. F Wright read 
a paper on “ The Age of Niagara Falls 
as Indicated by the Width of the Gorge 
at Lewiston.” 
The late Dr. H all,” said the speak­ 
er, “ early noted the significant fact 
that the outlet of the chasm below 
Niagara falls is scarcely wider than 
elsewhere along its course. Clearly this 
is important evidence of the late date 
of its origin. A close examination made 
this summer strengthens the force ot 
the argument, since the disintegrating 
forces tending to enlarge cue outlet and 
give it a V shape are more rapid than 
have been supposed. 
“ At the lowest estimate 12,000 years 
only would be required for the enlarge­ 
ment of the upper part of the mouth of 
the gorge 1,000 feet on each side, which 
is largely in excess of the actual amount 
of enlargement. 
Some of the recent es­ 
timates, therefore, which would make 
the gorge from 80,000 to 40,000 years 
old are evidently extravagant and must 
incorporate some error in their pre­ 
mises. The gorge cannot be much more 
than 10,000 years old and is probably 
considerably less. ”

Besides a Thorough Nautical Training the 


Officer W ho 
Navigates a M an-of-war 
Must B e Possessed of a Vast Fond of 
Technical Scientific K now ledge. 
It is doubtful if any office in the 
navy, aside from an absolute command, 
involves so vast a responsibility as that 
of navigator of a man-of-war. The du­ 
ties of this important station in former 
years fell to officers of the rank of mas­ 
ter, but with the abolition of that 
grade its affairs 
devolved upon the 
lieutenants holding the highest num­ 
bers on the list. 
Upon the navigator of 
a warship depends not only the task of 
shaping 
the vessel’s course for any 
point across the seas to which her des­ 
tinies may direct her, but also the re­ 
sponsibility of piloting her in and out 
of harbor aud of selecting a safe anchor 
age for her in every port visited during 
the period of her cruise. Hence, it fol­ 
lows that, combined with a thorough 
nautical training, the competent navi­ 
gator must be possessed of a vast fund 
of geographical, meteorological and hy 
drographical knowledge. While at sea, 
he must know the vessel’s position to a 
degree, which necessitates his taking 
frequent observations of the celestial 
bodies and making solutions of intricate 
problems in geometry and trigonometry, 
such as constantly arise through devia­ 
tions, brought about by innumerable 
causes, from her given course. 
Unquestionably the most important 
element in navigation, becanse of its 
infallibility under ordinary conditions, 
in determining the latitude, longitude 
and error in the ship’s compass, is what 
is known in maritime phraseology as 
‘‘nautical astronomy. ” With the aid of 
a sextant or quadrant for measuring the 
altitude of the heavenly bodies above 
the horizon or^heir distance from each 
other, a timepiece to mark the instant 
of an observation, a chronometer to 
show the time at the first meridian, a 
nautical almanac and an azimuth com­ 
pass, the navigator can readily deter­ 
mine his position with the utmost ex­ 
actitude. 
The average voyage is more or less 
characterized by erroneous estimates in 
distances sailed, in varying currents, 
careless steering, deviation in the com­ 
pass and numerous other obstacles, and 
upon the navigator rests the responsi 
bility of adjusting such errors. In long 
passages across the open sea the navi­ 
gator is governed by a rather complex 
combination of motives, which may be 
summed up as follows: To cover the re­ 
quired distance in the shortest space of 
time with the smallest expenditure of 
fuel and the least wear and tear of the 
vessel that is possible. 
With these objects in view the navi­ 
gator must prior to sailing superintend 
personally the stowing of the hold, tho 
arrangement of ballast, water, provi 
sious, stores, etc., aud the inspection 
and adjustment of the motive appliances 
of the ship, all of which features, sever­ 
ally and collectively, greatly affect her 
speed and seaworthiness. 
If his vessel possesses, the facilities 
for making sail, he must while at sea 
exercise the keenest judgment and fore­ 
sight as to utilizing the same, for sail 
used to good advantage is a great saver 
of coal, while otherwise, if used indis­ 
criminately, it may entail much loss of 
time. 
The expert navigator draws the 
line with exceeding fineness between a 
high fair wind and a gale, making the 
most of the former as long as his vessel 
is not jeopardized, heaving her to at 
just the proper period and getting nuder 
way again at the first sign of moderation 
in the weather. 
The commander of a 
warship reposes the utmost confidence 
in a skilled and careful navigator and 
rarely interferes with his plans. Alioth 
er of the numerous details coming under 
the navigator’s supervision is the keep­ 
ing of the ship’s log. This is commenced 
by him at the time the vessel is placed 
in commission, and its pages record the 
events of each succeeding day. There is 
absolutely nothing which transpires of­ 
ficially on board of a man-of-war that 
is not written in the log, and each day 
the navigator must carry it to the com­ 
manding officer for his inspection. 
At 
the expiration of every six months the 
ship’s log must be closed and forwarded 
to the navy department at Washington, 
where it is placed among the records. 
The navigator is provided with a 
large and varied assortment of instru­ 
ments and appliances designed to facili­ 
tate his work. While in port he is often 
detailed to make surveys of portions of 
the coast line which may be defective 
upon the charts or to determine the ex­ 
act location of rocks or shoals which 
hitherto have not been marked with 
sufficient accuracy. 
rue navigator nae charge of all the 
various weather indicators of the vessel 
and mnst render quarterly reports of 
all meteorological observations. 
These 
are taken at regular intervals by the 
quartermaster of the watch and fully 
entered upon the ship’s log. The navi­ 
gator must regularly inspect the steer­ 
ing gear, compasses, anchors aud chain 
cables of the ship and daily report their 
condition to the commanding officer. 
He mui-t also keep a separate book in 
which are recorded all calculations re­ 
lining to the navigation of the v<..-hel 
and in which no erasures are permitted 
to be made 
At the expiration of the 
cruise this book is forwarded to the 
bureau of navigation.

age for ber in every port visited during 
the period of her cruise. Hence, it fol­ 
lows that, combined with a thorough 
nautical training, the competent navi­ 
gator must be possessed of a vast fund 
of geographical, meteorological and by 
drographical knowledge. While at sea, 
he must know the vessel’s position to a 
degree, which necessitates his taking 
frequent observations of the celestial 
bodies and making solutions of intricate 
problems in geometry and trigonometry, 
such as constantly arise through devia­ 
tions, brought about by innumerable 
causes, from her given course. 
Unquestionably the most important 
element iii navigation, because of its 
infallibility under ordinary conditions, 
in determining the latitude, longitude 
and error in the ship’s compass, is what 
is known in maritime phraseology as 
“ nautical astronomy. ” With the aid of 
a sextant or quadrant for measuring the 
altitude of the heavenly bodies above 
the horizon or^heir distance from each 
other, a timepiece to mark the instant 
of an observation, a chronometer to 
show' the time at the first meridian, a 
nautical almanac and an azimuth com­ 
pass, the navigator can readily deter­ 
mine his position with the utmost ex­ 
actitude. 
The average voyage is more or less 
characterized by erroneous estimates in 
distances sailed, in varying currents, 
careless steering, deviation in the com­ 
pass and numerous other obstacles, and 
upon the navigator rests the responsi­ 
bility of adjusting such errors. In long 
passages across the open sea the navi­ 
gator is governed by a rather complex 
combination of motives, which may be 
summed up as follows: To cover the re­ 
quired distance in the shortest space of 
time with the smallest expenditure of 
fuel and the least wear and tear of the 
vessel that is possible. 
With these objects in view the navi 
gator must prior to sailing superintend 
personally the stowing of the hold, the 
arrangement of ballast, water, provi 
sions, stores, etc., aud the inspection 
and adjustment of the motive appliances 
of the ship, all of which features, sever­ 
ally and collectively, greatly affect her 
speed aud seaworthiness. 
If his vessel possesses, the facilities 
for making sail, he must while at sea 
exercise the keenest jndgment aud fore­ 
sight as to utilizing the same, for sail 
used to good advantage is a great saver 
of coal, while otherwise, if used indis­ 
criminately, it may entail much loss of 
time. The expert navigator draws the 
line with exceeding fineness between a 
high fair wind and a gale, making the 
most of the former as long as his vessel 
is not jeopardized, heaving her to at 
just the proper period and getting nuder 
way again at the first sign of moderation 
in the weather. 
The commander of a 
warship reposes the utmost confidence 
in a skilled and careful navigator and 
rarely interferes with bis plans. Alioth 
er of the numerous details coming under 
the navigator’s supervision is the keep 
ing of the ship’s log. This is commenced 
by him at the time the vessel is placed 
in commission, and its pages record the 
events of each succeeding day. There is 
absolutely nothiug which transpires of­ 
ficially on board of a man-of-war that 
is not written in the log, and each day 
the navigator must carry it to the com­ 
manding officer for his inspection. 
At 
the expiration of every six months the 
ship’s log must be closed and forwarded 
to the navy department at Washington, 
where it is placed among the records. 
The navigator is provided with a 
large and varied assortment of instru­ 
ments and appliances designed to facili­ 
tate his work. While in port he is often 
detailed to make surveys of portions of 
the coast line which may be defective 
upon the charts or to determine the ex­ 
act location of rocks or shoals which 
hitherto have not been marked with 
sufficient accuracy.

Although all accounts are kept In 
dollars aud cents (American standard) 
in British Guiana, there is no existing 
coinage to correspond. Gold is rarely 
tendered, all larger sums being handled 
in bank notes, kept so long in circula­ 
tion that they become almost unrecog­ 
nizable in their filthy fragmentary di­ 
lapidation. 
The silver coinage consists of the 
most incongruous varieties. 
Besides 
British a number of coins, fractions and 
multiples of the “ gilder,” enter largely 
into circulation. These are known as 
the “ bitt” (4d.), “half bitt,” the “ two 
bitts,” the “ gilder” (being 82 rants, or 
Is. 4d.), and even apecnliar three half­ 
penny piece is still extant, although 
eagerly sought for by collectors. 
All these coins are of great and in- 
threating variety, incident on the trans 
fer of the colony from the Dutch and 
the once distinct governments of Bernice 
and Demerara and Essequibo, long since 
amalgamated. 
Of copper coins the penny is known 
as a “ gill,” while the humble baubee 
becomes a “ cent ” Farthings were once 
introduced, but were regarded with con 
tempt and suspicion, except by a few 
Chinamen, who succeeded in passing 
them in their brightness for half sover­ 
eigns.

W here Money Is Very M ixed. 
Although all accounts are kept In 
dollars aud cents (American standard) 
in British Guiana, there ie no existing 
coinage to correspond. 
Gold is rarely 
tendered, all larger sums being handled 
in bank notes, kept so long in circula­ 
tion that they become almost unrecog­ 
nizable in their filthy fragmentary di­ 
lapidation. 
The silver coinage consists of the; 
most incongruous 
varieties. 
Besides 
British a number of coins, fractions and 
multiples of the “ gilder,” enter largely 
into circulation. 
These are known as 
the “ bitt” (4d.), “ half bitt,” the ‘‘two 
bitts,” the “ gilder” (being 82 cents, or 
Is. 4d.), and even a peculiar three half­ 
penny piece is still extant, although 
eagerly sought for by collectors. 
All these coins are of great and in­ 
teresting variety, incident on the trans­ 
fer of the colony from the Dutch and 
the once distinct governments of Berbice 
and Demerara aud Essequibo. long since 
amalgamated. 
Of copper coins the penny is known 
as a “ g ill,” while the humble baubee 
becomes a “ cent. ” Farthings were once 
introduced, but were regarded with con­ 
tempt and suspicion, except by a few 
Chinamen, who succeeded in passing 
them in their brightness for half sover­ 
eigns. 
To instance the confusion resulting, 
ll>£d. is here described as “ two bitts 
aud a half and a gill and a c e n t” — 
London Tit-Bits.

G e o r g e Morton Stopped Travel 
on Bradshaw. 


he makes a statem ent today 


As to W hy H e R efanes to A llow the

George O. Morton yesterday fenced 
in his property in Bradshaw avenue 
with a tight board fence five feet high, 
and as a resnlt all travel in the street is 
stopped, as the balance is torn np with 
the new sewer that is being laid. 
Councilmen 
Marshall, Peach and 
Olnhansen viewed the place this morn­ 
ing and made nnmerons suggestions. 
and it was finally decided to board up 
the rest of the street at each end in 
order to prevent all possibility of a dam­ 
age suit. 
For several years the city has occupied 
a few feet of the ground of Mr. Morton 
for a street. When it was decided to 
pave Bradshaw avenue the council de­ 
cided to appropriate 15% feet of the 
ground, and Mr. Morton offered them 
the entire lot for $1,000. Council refused 
this offer and went into court, and the 
jnrv awarded Mr. Morton $1,200. Coun­ 
cil has six months to accept the award, 
but what it will do has not been decided. 
In regard to the matter Mr. Morton 
today gave out the following statement: 
“Your reporter has asked me why I 
have fenced in the sidewalk in Brad­ 
shaw avenue. I simply answer that it 
is my own, and I have the right to do 
with it as I please, but for the informa­ 
tion of the people who reside in the four 
additions, east, north, and south of 
my property, namely, McKinnon, Hus­ 
ton, 
Thompson 
and 
Bradshaw, 
who trayel on this avenue which is the 
principal outlet to all said additions, I 
will state that I have furnished them 
with a sidewalk for over IO years with­ 
out any remuneration from the city. 
Over two months ago the honorable 
council of the city of East Liverpool 
notified me that they had appropriated 
and would condemn 15>£xl03 feet of my 
property to widen Bradshaw avenue. 
They forced me into court very much 
again my will; the jury gave me $1,200 
for the best and only building part of 
my lot including my barrel factory 
which cost over $700. Aside from this 
I have been delayed in ordering apple 
barrel stock, and have lost my fall trade 
in that line. 
“Now a part of the honorable council 
are kicking on the price. Had the court 
awarded me $100 to $200 I would have 
been ordered to vacate and deliver up 
the goods ere this. Even this is robbing 
me of the best of my property on which 
I could and intended to build tenament 
houses that would bring me $100 a 
month. 
“There is another feature in the case. 
The honorable council has neyer shown 
to the court or the people wherein it is a 
public benefit to pay Mrs. Morris $2,250 
for 15 feet immediately below mine, 
spend at least $1,200 to wall up the 
same, then on the next square throw the 
same street off into the run and build 
another wall over IOO feet long to re­ 
tain the paying. (Oh, ye gods and little 
fishes, losing the people’s money.) 
“There is still another feature. I can 
prove by a dozen witnesses that Huston 
run was shoved over on the Thompson 
property by artificial means. There is 
no law under heaven to permit one man 
to shove a natural water course over on 
another man’s land to enhance the 
value of his own. There was no bridge 
at the corner of the Knowles, Taylor & 
Knowles decorating house some years 
ago, and the run ran down where the 
Knowles, Taylor & Knowles piece now 
stands. This I get from old citizens. 
The excavation for the present sewer 
proves it. You cannot find a shovelful 
of mother earth in it—all brick yard and 
pottery refuse. 
“With this imperfect explanation, I 
trust the good people who travel the 
avenue will pardon my interruption of 
their travel.

TILTING THE EARTH. 


4 Slatier of Scientific Interest, if Not of 
Practical Value. 
M. Poncho, the vico president of the 
trench Astronomical society, has in­ 
vented a way of alt* ring tile present in­ 
clination of the e a rth ’s axis to the 
ecliptic. 
W hat he w ants to do it for is 
not very clear. 
Perhaps, however, he 
aoesn t want to do it and merely puts 
torward his method as one possessing a 
purely academic interest. At all events, 
it is worthy of the attention of com­ 
pany promoters 
All that has to bo done, as described 
by Invention, is to dig an enormous cir­ 
cular ditch, say, in Africa or Sooth 
America (its center must be on the 
equator) aud to fill it with sea water. 
Fresh water will do if yon can get 
enough of it, but as the radios of the 
ditch is to be a few hundred miles that 
is hardly likely. Having got your ditch 
full of sea water, nothing remains but 
to make it race round and round in the 
trench, whereupon the earth’s axis will 
begin to point toward different quarters 
of the heavens from those it indicates 
at present. The amount of deviation 
will depend on the radins of the ditch, 
the amount of water it holds, the speed 
at which the latter moves and the time 
during which the motion is kept up. 
We may suggest to M. Fouche that 
when a sufficient sphere of French in­ 
fluence has been seemed in Africa he 
might have a trench dog and then by 
its use get all the ice melted round each 
of the present poles. French explorers 
could then discover them, whereupon 
the action of the trench would be stop­ 
ped and the present climatic conditions 
restored. France could then remain as 
long as she wished the only nation to 
have reached the celebrated points on 
the earth’s surface. 
As the digging of 
the ditch will be very expensive we 
make no charge for this suggestion.—

Then the commander of the rough 
riders executed a remarkable maneuver 
He forgot to make a formal dismount, 
but sort of fell off his animal in the 
way be does at the end of a race across 
the hills with a squad of his cow 
punchers. At the same time the presi­ 
dent did a remarkable thing for a presi­ 
dent to do. He stood up in his carriage, 
pushed open the door and, jumping out, 
started toward Colonel Roosevelt, who 
was ooining toward him as fast as he 
could. The president held out his hand. 
Colonel Roosevelt struggled to pull off 
his right glove. He yanked at it des 
perately and finally inserted the ends 
of the fingers in his teeth and gave a 
mighty tug. Off came the glove, and a 
beatific smile came over the colonel’s 
face as be grasped the president’s hand. 
The crowd which had watched the per­ 
formance tittered audibly. 
Nothing 
more cordial than the greeting between 
the president and Colonel Roosevelt 
could be imagined. The president just 
grinned all over. 
“ Colonel Roosevelt, ” he said, “ I’m 
glad indeed to see you looking so well. ” 
“ Thank you, Mr. President, there isn’t 
a healthier man in the camp than I am. 
I am delighted to see you down here, 
sir, and hope you will enjoy the trip. I 
do want you to see my boys whilt 
you’re here.” “ Oh, I will, colonel, I 
will,” said the president as he got back 
into his carriage, and then the whole 
line started for General Wheeler’s head­ 
quarters, led by the cavalry. 


He was a big, broad shouldered Irish­ 
man, a fine figure of a soldier and one 
of the crack men of his regiment. With 
the purpose of getting a good view of 
President McKinley when he arrived at 
the Montauk Point station he had 
climbed to the roof of an unfinished 
building near by and lay flat on the 
sloping shingles, peering over the ridge. 
The presidential train pulled in, Mr. 
McKinley and his party got off, and in 
the midst of the greetings of the officers 
who had gathered to meet him there 
rose high over the buzz of voices a rich 
Irish brogue: “ Oh, Billy McKinley!

George O. Morton yesterday fenced 
in his property in Bradshaw avenue 
with a tight board fence five feet high. 
und as a result all travel in the street is 
stopped, as the balance is torn up with 
the new sewer that is being laid. 
Councilmen 
Marshall, Peach 
and 
Olnhausen viewed the place this morn­ 
ing and made numerous suggestions. 
and it was finally decided to board up 
the rest of the street at each end in 
order to prevent all possibility of a dam 


age suit. 
For several years the city has occupied 
a few feet of the ground of Mr. Morton 
for a street. 
When it was decided to 
pave Bradshaw avenue the council de­ 
cided to appropriate \b% feet of the 
ground, and Mr. Morton offered them 
the entire lot for $1 OOO. Council refused 
this offer and went into court, and the 
jar? awarded Mr. Morton $1.200. Conn 
cil has six months to accept the award, 
but what it will do has not been decided 
In regard to the matter Mr. Morton 
today gave out the following statem ent: 
“Your reporter has asked me why I 
have fenced in the sidewalk in Brad 
shaw avenue. I simply answer that it 
is my own, and I have the right to do 
with it as I please, but for the informa­ 
tion of the people who reside in the four 
additions, east, north, and south of 
my property, namely, McKinnon, Hus 
ton, 
Thompson 
and 
Bradshaw, 
who travel on this avenue which is the 
principal outlet to all said additions, I 
will state that I have furnished them 
with a sidewalk for over IO years with 
out any remuneration from the city. 
Over two months ago the honorable 
council of the city of East Liverpool 
notified me that they had appropriated 
and would condemn 15}£xl03 feet of my 
property to widen Bradshaw avenue. 
They forced me into court very much 
again my w ill; the jury gave me $1,200 
for the best and only building part of 
m y lot including my barrel factory 
which cost over $700. Aside from this 
I have been delayed in ordering apple 
barrel stock, and have lost my fall trade 
in that line. 
••Now a part of the honorable council 
are kicking on the price. 
Had the court 
awarded me $100 to $200 I would have 
been ordered to vacate and deliver up 
the goods ere this. Even this is robbing 
me of the best of my property on which 
I could and intended to build tenament 
houses that would bring me $100 a 
month. 
"There is another feature in the case. 
The honorable council has never shown 
to the court or the people wherein it is a 
public benefit to pay Mrs. Morris $2,250 
for 15 feet immediately below mine, 
spend at least $1,200 to wall up the 
same, then on the next square throw the 
same street off into the run and build 
another wall over IOO feet long to re­ 
tain the paying. (Oh, ye gods and little 
fishes, losing the people’s money.) 
"There is still another feature. I can 
prove by a dozen witnesses that Huston 
run was shoved over on the Thompson 
property by artificial means. There is 
no law under heaven to permit one man 
to shove a natural water course over on 
another m an’s land to enhance the 
value of his own. There was no bridge 
at the corner of the Knowles, Taylor & 
Kuowles decorating house some years 
ago, and the run ran down where the 
Knowles, Taylor & Knowles piece now 
stands. This I get from old citizens. 
The excavation for the present sewer 
proves it. 
You cannot find a shovelful 
of mother earth in it—all brick yard and 
pottery refuse.

\\ hat he wants to do it for is 
not very dear. 
Perhaps, however, he 
doesn t want to do it and merely puts 
forward his method as one possessing a 
purely academie interest. At all events. 
it is worthy of the attention of com­ 
pany promoters 
All that has to lie done, as described 
by Invention, is to dig an enormous cir­ 
cular ditch, say, in Africa or South 
America (its center must be on the 
equator) and to fill it with sea water. 
Fresh water will do if you can get 
enough of it, but as the radius of the 
ditch is to be a few hundred miles that 
is hardly likely. Having got your ditch 
full of sea water, nothing remains bat 
to make it race round and round in the 
trench, whereupon the earth’s axis will 
begin to point toward different quarters 
of the heavens from those it indicates 
at present. 
The amount of deviation 
will depend on the radius of the ditch, 
the amount of water it holds, the speed 
at which the latter moves and the time 
dnring which the motion is kept up. 
We may suggest to M. Touche that 
when a sufficient sphere of French in­ 
fluence has been secured in Africa he 
might have a trench dug aud then by 
its use get all the ice melted round each 
of the present poles. 
French explorers 
could then discover them, whereupon 
the action of the trench would be stop­ 
ped and the present climatic conditions 
restored. 
France could then remain as 
long as she wished the only nation to 
have reached the celebrated points on 
the earth’s surface.

Then the commander of the rough 
riders executed a remarkable maneuver 
He forgot to make a formal dismount, 
but sort of fell off his animal in the 
way he does at the end of a race across 
the bills with a squad of his cow 
punchers. At the same time the presi­ 
dent did a remarkable thing for a presi­ 
dent to do. He stood up in his carriage, 
pushed open the door and, jumping out, 
started toward Colonel Roosevelt, whc 
was ooming toward him as fast its he 
could. The president held out his hand. 
Colonel Roosevelt struggled to pull off 
his right glove. He yanked at it des­ 
perately and finally inserted the ends- 
of the fingers in his teeth and gave a 
mighty tug. Off came the glove, and a 
beatific smile came over the colonel’s 
face as he grasped the president’s hand. 
The crowd which had watched the per­ 
formance tittered audibly.

more cordial than the greeting between 
the president and Colonel Roosevelt 
could be imagined. 
The president just 
gunned all over. 
"Colonel Roosevelt,” he said, " I ’m 
glad indeed to see you looking so well. ” 
"Thank you, Mr. President, there isn’t 
a healthier man in the camp than I am. 
I am delighted to see you down hero, 
sir, aud hope you will enjoy tho trip. I 
do want you to see my boys while 
you’re here.” "Oh, I will, colonel, 
w ill,” said the president as he got back 
into his carriage, aud then the whole 
line started for General Wheeler’s head­ 
quarters, led by the cavalry.

A great lover of uni­ 
versal peace, he bas the Lnglishman’s 
skepticism of the czar’s proposal for a 
general disarmament, “ which seems 
grotesque in coming from 
such a 
source,” ho said. Mr. Caine, moreover, 
seems to doubt the practicability of an 
Anglo-American alliance. “ It would be 
a great guarantee for the world’s peace— 
if it were possible,” he added. 
When I met Mr. Caine at the Everett 
House, his first question was, “ What 
do they think over here of an Anglo- 
American alliance?” “ Yonknow Amer­ 
icans, Mr. Caine,” I replied. “ How do 
yon think they view the question?” 
“ Yes, that’s true,” he replied. “ My 
home, Greeba castle, on the Isle of 
Man, is a rendezvous for Americans. In 
fact, during the summer there are more 
of your fellow countrymen to be seen 
there than Englishmen. 
“ Well, nearly all of the intelligent 
Americans whom I have met seem to 
think that such an alliance would in­ 
volve the United States in serious for­ 
eign complications that she should 
avoid. Much as they like England they 
seem to view the proposition with dis­ 
favor. How the matter is generally 
viewed here I have yet to learn. Now, 
when I left England the country was 
enthusiastic over the subject. For the 
first time in my life I have seen the 
stars and stripes floating beside the 
British flag all over England. 
“ Englishmen, 
many of them 
at 
least, are strong for a formal alliance 
between the two countries. The feeling 
in some quarters in England on this 
subject is profound. It is based on a 
conviction that unity of race is a good 
ground for unity of interests. The ties 
between England and America are 
many and close—first the tie of blood, 
next of language, then of literature, 
then of faith. All these point, it is 
thought, to a unity of fate and destiny 
On the other hand, a good many Eng 
lishmen see that the surest and best 
Anglo-American alliance is that whioh 
is going on silently every day in the 
constant intermarriage between the two 
countries and by the interchange o 
mutual interests. They also realize that 
a formal bond might bring into active 
play a good deal of natural feeling 
which is now held in check. 
“ Englishmen see that England may 
have more to gain than America by a 
formal alliance; that the difficulties for 
America and the responsibilities incur­ 
red by America would be greater than 
her advantage. An Anglo-American al­ 
liance, if it were possible, would bo a 
tremendous factor in promoting the 
world’s peace.” 
“ What do you think of the results of 
our war with Spain?” I asked. “ It ie 
wonderful,” replied Mr. Caine. “ With 
one of the smallest standing armies and 
not the most remarkable of navies you 
have won this great victory. Clearly, 
therefore, it is not the difference be­ 
tween the appearance of a nation’s ar­ 
maments made in the budget returns, 
but the difference in the men.” 
“ How do yon regard the czar’s pro­ 
posal for disarmament?” “ There was 
much talk about it in England at the 
moment of my leaving. Of course the 
proposition is not a new one, and per 
haps there is something illogical and 
even grotesque in such a proposal com 
ing from the sovereign who has the 
largest standing army in the world. 
“ Of course there are those in England 
who say that necessity, not principle, 
lies at the root of the czar’s proposal; 
that Russia is on the verge of bank 
rnptcy. Perhaps there is more truth in 
that than one can quite realize who has 
not traveled in Russia. I was there dur­ 
ing the great cholera plague a few years 
ago. I can never forget the impression 
made upon me by the dire and woeful 
poverty of the people. It is abject It 
is awful. The poverty of the Italian 
poor is terrible, yet Italy is spending 
millions on millions in armaments. 
America in this war has taught Europe 
a great lesson—that a nation is not 
made great by greatness of armaments, 
but by the quality of its men.” 
Mr. Oaine said that the object of his 
present visit was to help Miss V iola Al­ 
len to rehearse the play founded on 
“ The Christian.” “ Of the play I can 
at present say no more,” he added, 
“ than that it is not in the ordinary 
sense an adaptation of tho novel, but an 
entirely independent composition. With 
the motive aud characters as the basis 
an entirely separate structure has been 
built. I am satisfied with what I have 
seen of it, but it is for the public and 
critics to judge, not me.

York on Get. 3. It w as not m y original 
in ten tio n to deliver any lectures here, 
and I m ay not stay here longer than 
throe weeks if I do not.

When his candidacy for the presi­ 
dential nomination was suggested, he 
said: “ A man may say things and ex­ 
press opinions upon public affairs which 
will not meet public approval.

Fresh from Mainland, with his curly 
red beard and wavy hair, Hall Caine 
arrived at New York on the Campania 
tho other day. 
A great lover of uni­ 
versal peace, ho has the Englishman's 
skepticism of tho czar’s proposal for a 
general disarmament, 
“ which seems 
grotesque in coming from 
such 
a 
sonrco,’’ Lo said. Mr. Cain**, moreover, 
seems to doubt tho practicability of an 
Anglo-American alliance. “ It would be 
a groat guarantee for the world’s peace— 
if it wero possible,’’ he aftdod. 
When I met Mr. Caine at the Everett 
House, his first question was, “ What 
do they think over here of an Anglo- 
American alliance?” “ Yonknow Amer­ 
icans, Mr. Caine,” I replied. “ How do 
you think they view the question?” 
“ Yes, th at’s true,” ho replied. 
“ My 
home, Greeba castle, on the Isle of 
Man, is a rendezvous for Americans. In 
fact, daring the summer there are more 
of your fellow countrymen to bo seen 
there than Englishmen. 
“ Well, nearly all of the intelligent 
Americans whom I have met seem to 
think that such an alliance wonld in­ 
volve tho United States in serious for­ 
eign complications that she 
should 
avoid. Much as they like England they 
seem to view the proposition w ith dis­ 
favor. 
How the matter is generally 
viewed here I have yet to learn. Now, 
when I left England the country was 
enthusiastic over the subject. 
For the 
first tim e in my life I have seen the 
stars and stripes floating beside the 
British flag all over England. 
“ Englishmen, 
many of them 
at 
least, are strong for a formal alliance 
between the two countries. The feeling 
in some quarters in England on this 
subject is profound. It is based on a 
conviction that unity of race is a good 
ground for unity of interests. The ties 
between England and America 
are 
many and close—first the tie of blood, 
next of language, then of literature, 
then of faith. All these point, it is 
thought, to a unity of fate and destiny. 
On the other hand, a good many Eng­ 
lishmen see that the surest and best 
Anglo-American alliance is that which 
is going on silently every day in the 
constant intermarriage between the two 
countries and by the interchange of 
mutual interests. They also realize that 
a formal bond might bring into active 
play a good deal of natural feeling 
which ie now held in check. 
“ Englishmen see that England may 
have more to gain than America by a 
formal alliance; that the difficulties for 
America and the responsibilities incur­ 
red by America would be greater than 
her advantage. Au Anglo-American al­ 
liance, if it wero possible, would bo a 
tremendous factor in promoting the 
world’s peace.” 
“ W hat do you think of the results of 
our war with Spain?” I asked. 
“ It is 
wonderful,” replied Mr. Caine. “ With 
one of the smallest standing armies and 
not the most remarkable of navies yon 
have won this great victory. 
Clearly, 
therefore, it is not the difference be­ 
tween the appearance of a nation’s ar­ 
maments made in the budget returns, 
but the difference in the m en.” 
“ How do yon regard the czar’s pro­ 
posal for disarmament?” “ There was 
much talk about it in England at the 
moment of my leaving. Of course the 
proposition is not a new one, and per­ 
haps there is something illogical and 
even grotesque in such a proposal com­ 
ing from the sovereign who has the 
largest standing army in the world. 
“ Of course there are those in England 
who say that necessity, not principle, 
lies at the root of the czar’s proposal; 
that Russia is on the verge of bank­ 
ruptcy. Perhaps there is more truth in 
that than one can quite realize who has 
not traveled in Russia. I was there dur­ 
ing the great cholera plague a few years 
ago. 
I can never forget the impression 
made upon me by the dire and woeful 
poverty of the people. It is abject 
It 
is awful. The poverty of the Italian 
poor is terrible, yet Italy is spending 
millions on millions in armaments. 
America in this war has taught Europe 
a great lesson—that a nation is not 
made great by greatness of armaments, 
but by the quality of its m en.” 
Mr. Caine said that the object of his 
present visit was to help Miss Yriola Al­ 
len to rehearse the play founded on 
“ The C hristian.” “ Of the play I can 
at present say no more,” he added, 
“ than that it is not in the ordinary 
sense an adaptation of tho novel, but an 
entirely independent composition. With 
the motive aud characters as the basis 
an entirely separate structure has been 
built. 
I am satisfied with what I have 
seen cl it, but it is for the public and 
critics to judge, not me. 
It will be 
produced first in Washington on 8ept. 
25; then it will be brought to New 
York on Oct. 8. It was not my original 
intention to deliver any lectures here, 
and I may not stay here longer than 
three weeks if I do not.

“ If you knew.” he said, “ what it 
cost me to keep still when there is so

loose he said: 
“ You know how it is when a dam 
breaks. 
There is no telling when the 
flood stops.”

T o l e d o . Sept. 21.—A terrible fire, 
thought lo be due to spontaneous com­ 
bustion, occurred at the grain elevator 
of Paddock, Hodge & Co. last night. 
As far as known last night eight men 
were killed and probably eight fatally 
mjured. 
Some of those who were taken out 
atter the tire started were far enough 
from death’s door to tell many of the 
details. 
William J. Parks, the superinten­ 
dent, after being blowu through the 
window of the lower story, wad con­ 
scious for a moment, and said that 
about 8:30 a terrible explosion occurred 
on the south side of the elevator, and 
that he knew there were about 20 men 
at work on the seven floors of the enor­ 
mous building. 
None of those who are 
now alive will survive the burns and 
bruises with which they are covered. 
Besides those regularly employed at the 
elevator the three childreu of Superin­ 
tendent Parks were visiting him at the 
time. One of these may recover from 
his burns, but Grace, a 17-year-old girl, 
is burned almost beyond recognition, 
and Harold, the third child, has not 
been fouud, being either blown to atoms 
or cremated, 
W linum Parks was found about 20 
feet 
from 
the 
building, frightfully 
burned aud his clothing almost entirely 
torn off 
He had been hurled from his 
place in tin* main room through a 
window aud his agonizing cries were 
most pitiful. 
Another employe, John 
Carr, was hurled from tho fifth floor of 
the building, aud was fouud bleeding 
aud burned, with many bonos broken. 
He did uot long survive. Fireman David 
Kemp ami Charles Keifer, the engineer, 
were found at their places in the engine 
rooms. 
They wero wounded by falling 
timbers and their faces were charred to 
a crisp by the flumes. 
I he little daughter of William Parks, 
was sitting at the desk in the offiuo ut 
the time of tho explosion aud she was 
hurled out of the door. 
She walked 
down the elevation on which the build­ 
ing stands aud dropped down, to bo car- 
nod away unconscious, suffering from 
wounds (rom which she cannot recover. 
John Smith was fatally burned. 
lie 
was 
literally diseuibowled and was 
taken to th*- hospital to die. 
I tie missing men are doubtless all 
dead. 
No trace can be found of any of them, 
and, as they were employed at the top 
of the elevator, their chances for escape 
were but slight.

MAJOR MARTLETS HER0I0 SPIRIT. 


W h ite Officer* and N egro Private* 
Faced the Yellow F ever W ith the 
Same 
U nflinching 
C ourage 
They 
Showed on Man Juan Hill-—W onder­ 
ful R ecord For N ursing Hard to 
P arallel.

I, 
the 
steam ship 
Nueces, w hich left Santiago bay on 
Aug. 26, reached M ontauk Point a few 
nights ago. She had on board the Twen • 
ty-fourth infantry, one of the negro 
regiments, and a detachm ent of the 
F irst Illinois. 
A fter the fight at San 
Juan h ill the Tw enty-fourth dropped 
out of sight, and for more than a m onth 
and a half it was practically lost to the 
world. D uring this tim e it w ent through 
an experience not easy to parallel. 
In the attack on San Juan hill the 
black Tw enty-fonrth was ordered for­ 
ward, to be supported by the N inth and 
the T hirteenth infantry. 
There were 
more than 600 men in the regim ent, 
and they were m arched a m ile and a 
quarter by the flank so as to take a po­ 
sition at the front. 
In perform ing this 
movement they passed the other regi­ 
ments, turned and formed at the front 
of the hill. 
Back of them and to their 
left were high hills, from which daring 
their m arch to position the nearly noise­ 
less M ausers rained a stream of bullets. 
It was not till the regim ent formed in 
the narrow valley at the foot of San 
Juan h ill th at the source of these bul­ 
lets was known. 
A few m inutes after this preparatory 
form ation the firing from these hills in ­ 
creased and the position became unten­ 
able and the blacks moved forw ard to 
the attack. 
This brought them w ithin 
range of other positions held by the 
Spaniards, and from the right, from the 
left, I rom behind, from the tree tops, 
seemingly from all around them, came 
the leaden hail. 
Men began to fall in 
numbers, m any shot in tho rig h t leg 
and the left shoulder at the same time. 
Few who were shot received less than 
two wounds, aud the m arch up the h ill 
was markod by the sight of tum bling, 
stum bling men, pitching forw ard in tho 
death struggle. 
Tho Spaniards, count­ 
ing on their experience w ith the black 
insurgents, had concentrated their fire 
on the Tw enty-fourth as the weakest 
part of the advancing line and the regi­ 
ment likely to be throw n soonest into 
confusion. 
The Tw enty-fonrth kept on 
meeting tho fire from the hilltops un­ 
flinchingly. ignoring the galling cross 
fire, not m inding the bullets th at pat­ 
tered on the w ire fence ahead, buried 
themselves w ith spiteful speed in the 
m ud beneath or sang in high cadence 
over their heads. 
It took the Tw enty-fourth 40 m inutes 
to ascend San Juan bill, aud in that 
tim e General W ikoff had been shot in 
the back, aud w hile being carried to 
the rear had been shot again and killed. 
General Worth, his successor, was shot 
in the back aud dragged off, and Lieu­ 
tenant Colonel Liscomb, who next took 
command, was shot through the shoul­ 
der and carried back. On the hill Colo­ 
nel Ewers took command, 
and the 
Tw enty-fourth gained the trenches w ith 
a loss of 8 officers and 85 men. 
In the 
trenches M ajor M arkley of the Twenty- 
fourth took command, aud in the trying 
days th at followed the battle of San 
Ju an h ill he upheld his command under 
vicissitudes th at few officers have been 
called on to face. 
For ton days the Tw enty-fourth was 
on San Juan hill, relieving other com­ 
m ands a t different points at night aud 
returning to cam p in the trenches by 
day. 
There w ers few shelter tents to 
accommodate officers and men, and the 
sun scorched, the rain fell and soaked 
both men and ground, and sleep was to 
be had ouly in the mud. It was weary, 
heart breaking work, this, and after a 
rest on the soggy hill the men resumed 
their duties stiffened aud weak. On tho 
tenth day an order was received for the 
men to move off the hill und camp and 
make them selves comfortable. 
The or­ 
der was heard w ith satisfaction, and the 
regim ent moved over to a hillside aud 
began clearing the ground for a camp 
and prepared to have one n ig h t’s good 
rest. Fatigued and worn out by exposure 
aud constant duty, the men set at work 
w ith all the vim they oould m uster aud 
made good progress. 
The camp was 
nearly ready at 4 p. rn., wheu a new 
order was received for the regim ent to 
proceed to Siboney at once. By 6 p. rn. 
the men were ready to start on an all 
night march. The night was pitch dark, 
the brilliant southern stars, hidden by 
the trees, lending scarcely a ray to il­ 
lum inate the road as the soldiers plod­ 
ded along the trails over the hillsides 
and floundered in puddles of w ater aud 
mud. 
It became necessary frequently 
for the men to grasp one another’s hands 
to avoid being lost in the gloom or en­ 
tangled in brier aud undergrowth. 
At 
3 a. rn. the w hite tents of the hospital 
of Si boney could be discerned from a 
hilltop, aud, worn out by the toils of 
the day and night, tho men lay down 
on the ground and slept w’ith cold dew’ 
settling around them. 
Early that morning Major Markley 
Went down the hill alone, poked around 
and found out w hat his command was 


expected to do. That Climb Dock to toe 
top of the hill, where, rested his tired 
but uncom plaining regim ent, m ust have 
been made w ith a sinking heart, for he 
had learned th at his men, having fought 
the Spaniards so bravely, were now to 
be used as nurses and laborers in the 
yellow fever hospitals two miles up 
the railroad from Si boney. 
But if Ma­ 
jor Markley had thoughts of discourage­ 
ment he hid them well. 
He cheerfully 
announced tho regim ent’s new duties, 
commented upon them as being evidence 
of the worth of the Tw enty-fourth, 
laughed at the officers who m ight have 
Aelt weakkneed and reassured the sol­ 
dier whose looks indicated that he hesi­ 
tated at the test of the penthouse. 
He 
discovered soon th at he had made some 
progress in 
reassuring his command 
and, seizing the opportunity, called for 
volunteers for the yellow fever tents. 
Captain Augur quickly aided his com ­ 
mander, and 15 men volunteered from 
his company This started the ball roll­ 
ing, and the other captains following 
the example so bravely set by Captain 
Augur furnished the complement of 65 
nurses for the yellow fever post. 
The 
detail started on their mission w ithout 
a m urm ur, w ithout a protest that they 
had been m ustered in as soldiers, not as 
yellow fever nurses. 
It was a serious 
squad that marched out in the forenoon 
to take their station at the post down 
the railroad nevertheless. 
But the task 
before the regim ent had only begun. 
Volunteers for burial detail, volunteers 
for cooks, volunteers for policing, vol­ 
unteers for all m anner of work attached 
to attending some 1,200 sick not in the 
yellow fever camp, wore called for till 
more than IOO men besides the nurses 
were lined up for assignment. 
Five days elapsed before news was 
received from the first 65 volunteer 
nurses sent to the yellow fever post. 
The news was that 44 of them were 
down and m ust be replaced. 
Again 
Major M arkley went among his com­ 
mand and exhorted them to do all they 
could for the sick. Then 44 new volun­ 
teers started for the post. 
Again aud 
again were calls made, aud batches of 
15, 12, six and so on volunteered. Each 
day was marked by the departure of 
new men to take the place of those who 
fell victim s to the fever. 
In the m eantim e M ajor M arkley and 
his officers were hard at work putting 
the 
camp 
into 
sanitary condition 
Owing to the absence of the utensils 
needed in a camp of sickness, the pollu­ 
tion of the camp was enormous. 
Of all 
disagreeable tasks the work of keeping 
a hospital cam p clean is perhaps the 
most obnoxious. At Si boney this work 
was most revolting, but the half sick 
men of the Tw enty-fourth w ent at it 
w ith dogged resolution. 
They dragged 
tho dead sand crabs from under the cots 
w ith improvised rakes made w ith barrel 
nails, they performed the trying duties 
involved in nursing fever patients un­ 
der the dieadful conditions th at existed, 
and they restrained the fever crazed pa­ 
tients. 
N ight w’onld close down full of 
anxiety to the well in th at faraway, 
hostile country, lonely and desolate to 
the sick. 
In one day 841 sick were re­ 
ported in camp. Dr. La Garde of Louis­ 
iana, head of the yellow fever hospital, 
began to break down under the strain. 
Not an hour of the night, scarcely an 
hour of the day, was he absent from his 
post, battling w ith the great disadvan­ 
tage of lack of some of the sim plest 
drags against an insidious foe th at gave 
no rest 
No sooner was one patient on 
the road to recovery, or dead, than a 
dozen new ones claimed his attention. 
Dr. Echeverria of Tampa, who had ex­ 
ceptional success in treating the fever, 
was also bending under the strain. 
Outside the hospital M ajor Markley 
was calling for details for this and de­ 
tails for that, and at roll call a tottering, 
worn out line of soldiers answered to 
their names. The m ajor would announce 
the detail and say in conclusion th at if 
any of the men were unable on account 
of illness to perform duty they should 
fall out. 
Not a man would leave the 
line, and the details would m arch away. 
W ithin an bour or two generally some 
of the men would return, acknowledge 
they were too weak to continue their 
work and be ordered to their tents. 
So 
reduced was the regim ent th at sergeants 
became cooks for the time, corporals 
privates and Major M arkley himself 
did corporal duty. 
Spade in hand he 
would show how the work was to be 
done, or w ith tent pin labor w ith his 
baker's dozen to erect a tent on new 
ground. 
This task of moving tents to 
new locutions to avoid insanitary con­ 
ditions was a daily and exhausting one. 
The hardest part of it was digging the 
trenches around the tent, work which 
the men were physically unable to d a 
As a consequence, in heavy rains w ater 
flowed through the tents and under the 
oots of men sick w ith fever, and m at­ 
ters oould hardly be worse. 
But the 
m ajor held on, going among the patients 
aud joking them into better spirits or 
hum orously scolding them for some 
breach of hygienic rulea 
One evening 12 female and 22 male 
nurses came into the camp, having been 
sent th ith er by the arm y hospital agent 
in New Orleans. Their arrival was un­ 
expected. For many days the hospital at 
Siboney seemed forgotten by the outside 
world, and all there seemed to have 
been left to their fata 
M ajor Markley 
discovered that they were not all up to 
the tricks of nnrsiug, especially nursing 
where oots touched one another aud 
half dead men watched their neighbor 
die in the next cot. 
The new nurses 
were uot pleased w ith the prospects, 


but the m ajor got a*t them. ana, Using 
all his diplomacy, succeded in inarch­ 
ing the new arrivals to the sick tents. 
Tuere they gave him three cheers and 
promised to do their best. The s i t u a t i o n 
having improved somewhat, Dr. ^ La 
Garde, broken down, left for the United 
States to recuperate. So for 40 days the 
Tw enty-fourth staid at Siboney, carry­ 
ing only 453 names on the m uster roll, 
against the 600 and odd that landed for 
the attack on Santiago. 
Perhaps these 
IO days w ith all their scenes of distress 
may accentuate the fact that this was 
the first instance that a whole regim ent 
worn out w ith fighting on a battlefield 
of unusual severity was converted into 
nurses in a place where no m an’s foot 
trod w illingly.— New York Sun. 


K xtraord I nary D rink*. 
Of the many extraordinary drinks 
regularly consarned the blood of live 
horses may perhaps be considered the 
most so. 
Marco Polo and Oarpini were 
the first to tell the world of the practice 
of the T artars and Mongols opening the 
vein in their horses’ necks, taking a 
drink and closing the wound again. As 
far as can be seen this has been the 
practice from tim e im m em orial. 
There is a wine habitually consumed 
in China which is m ade from the flesh 
of lambs reduced to paste w ith m ilk or 
bruised into pulp w ith rice and then 
fermented. 
It is exceptionally strong 
and nutritious and powerfully stim ­ 
ulating to the physical organism. 
The Laplanders drink a great deal of 
smoked snow water, and one of the na­ 
tional drinks of the Tonquinese is ar­ 
rack flavored w ith chickens’ blood. The 
list would scarcely be complete w ithout 
mention of absinthe, which may be call­ 
ed the national spirituous drink of 
France. 
It is a horrible compound of 
alcohol, anise, coriander, fennel, worm ­ 
wood, indigo and sulphate of copper. It 
is strong, nasty and a m oral and phys­ 
ical poison. 


Snow T rode In S icily . 
The principal export from C atania is 
snow, in Which a most lucrative trade 
is carried on in M alta and parts of 
southern Italy. 
It is collected during 
the w inter in hollows in the m ountains 
and covered w ith ashes to prevent its 
thaw ing. 
It is brought down in pan­ 
niers on m ules to the coast at night. 
The revenue derived from this source is 
immense and renders the Prince of Pa- 
terno one of the richest men in Sicily. 
Snow is the universal luxury from the 
highest to the lowest rank and is sold 
at the rate of 4 cents for 80 ounces. 
The poorest cobbler there would rather 
deprive him self of his dinner than of 
his glass of ‘‘aqua g elata.” 
It is extensively used in hospitals aud 
a scarcity of it would be considered a l­ 
most as great a m isfortune as a fam ine 
and would occasion popular tum ult. 
To guard against such accidents the 
governm ent at Naples has made the 
providing of it a monopoly, the con­ 
tractors being required to give security 
to the am ount of 60,000 ducats, which 
sum is forfeited if it oan be proved that 
for erne hour the supply has not been 
equal to the demand. 


R esp ecta b le C abaa* F u r A n n ex a tio n . 
It is not ouly likely, but alm ost abso­ 
lutely certain, th at an overwhelming 
m ajority cf the respectable Cuban pop 
alation has come sw iftly round to the 
conviction th at the perm anent peace and 
prosperity of the island can only be as­ 
sured by annexation to the United 
8 tates. A popular vote on th at proposi 
tion wonld without doubt show an im ­ 
mense m ajority in its favor, the formal 
pro-Spanish party recognizing in it its 
only protection against the insurgents, 
who are quite as cruel and savage at 
their oppressors were w hile they had 
power so to be. 
"A nnexation, ” says a 
recent Havana letter in the London 
Times, "w hich nine-tenths of the in­ 
habitants desire because they dread in ­ 
dependence above all things, seems tc 
be the ouly solution that w ill bring 
peace to the w ar wasted lan d .” —New 
York Tribune. 


C o lo n el R o o sev elt T ook rn Boat. 
Colonel Theodore Roosevelt took a 
few days off soou after his arrival in 
New York and w ent to his borne in 
Oyster Bay to rest, but to the visitors 
who sought him there it was evident 
that he was as busy at home as he was 
in camp. Since Colonel Roosevelt land­ 
ed in Cuba his m ail has been large 
enough to keep one man busy, and 
m any of the letters were of such a char­ 
acter that he felt called upon to answer 
them himself. There were inquiries for 
men in his regim ent, congratulatory 
notes and not a few letters w ritten by 
old campaigners who wrote him about 
m ilitary affairs. Colonel Roosevelt said 
to one of his visitors that one m ail in 
Santiago brought him 125 letters. Since 
his return his m ail has increased.

Th* Age o f N iagara Fait*. 
At tho recent meeting cf the Ameri­ 
can Association hor the Advancement 
of Science Professor C. F Wright read 
a paper on “ Tho Age of Niagara Falls 
as Indicated by the Width of tho Gorge 
at Lewiston.’’ 
“ The late Dr. H all,’’ said tho speak 
er, “ ejrly noted the significant fact 
that the outlet of the chasm below 
Niagara falls iH scarcely wider than 
elsewhere along its course. Clearly this 
is important evidence of the late date 
of its origin. A close examination made 
this summer strengthens the force ot 
the argonaut, since the disintegrating 
forces tending to enlarge cue outlet and 
give it a Vr shape are more rapid than 
lave been supposed. 
“ At the lowest estimate 12,000 years 
only would be required for the enlarge 
mcnt of the upper part of the mouth of 
the gorge 1,000 feet on each side, which 
is largely in excess of the actual amount 
of enlargement. 
Some of the recent es­ 
timates, therefore, which would make 
the gorge from 80,000 to 40,000 years 
old are evidently extravagant and must 
incorporate some error in their pre 
mises. The gorge cannot be much more 
than 10,000 years old andia probably 
considerably less.’*

T ech n ical Scientific K n o w led ge. 
It is doubtful if any office in the 
navy, aside from an absolute command, 
involves so vast a responsibility as that 
of navigator of a man-of-war. The du­ 
ties of this important station in former 
years fell to officers of the rank of mas­ 
ter, but with the abolition of that 
grade its affairs 
devolved upon the 
lieutenants holding the highest num­ 
bers ou the list. 
Upon the navigator of 
a warship depends not only the task of 
shaping 
the vessel’s course for any 
point across the seas to which her des­ 
tinies may direct her, but also the re­ 
sponsibility of piloting her iii and out 
of harbor and of selecting a safe anchor­ 
age for her iii every port visited during 
the period of her cruise. Hence, it fol­ 
lows that, combined with a thorough 
nautical training, the competent navi­ 
gator must be possessed of a vast fund 
of geographical, meteorological and hy­ 
drographical knowledge. While at sea, 
he must know the vessel’s position to a 
degree, which necessitates his taking 
frequent observations of the celestial 
bodies and making solutions of intricate 
problems in geometry and trigonometry, 
such as constantly arise through devia­ 
tions, brought about by innumerable 
causes, from her given course. 
Unquestionably the most important 
element in navigation, because of its 
infallibility under ordinary conditions, 
in determining the latitude, longitude 
and error in the ship’s compass, is what 
is known in maritime phraseology as 
“nautical astronomy. ” With the aid of 
a sextant or quadrant for measuring the 
altitude of the heavenly bodies above 
the horizon or^heir distance from each 
other, a timepiece to mark the instant 
of an observation, a chronometer to 
show- the time at the first meridian, a 
nautical almanac and an azimuth com­ 
pass, the navigator can readily deter­ 
mine his position with the utmost ex­ 
actitude. 
The average voyage is more or less 
characterized by erroneous estimates in 
distances sailed, in varying currents, 
careless steering, deviation in the com­ 
pass and numerous other obstacles, and 
upon the navigator rests the responsi­ 
bility of adjusting such errors. In long 
passages across the open sea the navi­ 
gator is governed by a rather complex 
combination of motives, which may be 
summed up as follows: To cover the re­ 
quired distance in the shortest spaco of 
time with the smallest expenditure of 
fuel and the least wear and tear of the 
vessel that is possible. 
With these objects in view the navi­ 
gator must prior to sailing superintend 
personally the stowing of the hold, the 
arrangement of ballast, water, provi 
sious, stores, etc., and the inspection 
and adjustment of the motive appliances 
of the ship, all of which features, sever­ 
ally and collectively, greatly affect her 
speed aud seaworthiness. 
If his vessel possesses, the facilities 
for making sail, he must while at sea 
exercise the keenest judgment and fore­ 
sight as to utilizing the same, for sail 
used to good advantage is a great saver 
of coal, while otherwise, if used indis­ 
criminately, it may entail much loss of 
time. 
The expert navigator draws the 
line with exceeding fineness between a 
high fair wind aud a gale, making the 
most of the former aN long as his vessel 
is not jeopardized, heaving her to at 
just the proper period aud getting under 
way again at the first sigu of moderation 
in the weather. 
The commander of a 
warship reposes the utmost confidence 
in u skilled aud careful navigator and 
rurely interferes with his plans. Alioth 
er of the numerous details coming under 
the navigator’s supervision is the keep 
ing of the ship’s log. This is commenced 
by him at the time the vessel is placed 
in commission, and its pages record the 
events of each succeeding day. There is 
absolutely nothing which transpires of­ 
ficially on board of a man-of-war that 
is not written in the log, and each day 
the navigator mast carry it to the com­ 
manding officer for his inspection. 
At 
the expiration of every six months the 
ship’s log must be closed and forwarded 
to the navy department at Washington, 
where it is placed among the records. 
The navigator is provided with a 
large and varied assortment of iustru 
ments and appliances designed to facili­ 
tate his work. While in port he is often 
detailed to make surveys of portions of 
the coast line which may be defective 
upon the charts or to determine the ex­ 
act location of rocks or shoals which 
hitherto have not been marked with 
sufficient accuracy. 
m e navigator Has marge of all the 
various weather indicators of the vessel 
and must render quarterly reports of 
all meteorological observations.

George O. Morton yesterday fenced 
in his property in Bradshaw avenne 
with a tight board fence five feet high. 
and as a result all travel in the street is 
stopped, as the balance is torn up with 
the new sewer that is being laid. 
Councilmen 
Marshall, Peach 
and 
OInhausen viewed the place this morn­ 
ing and made numerous suggestions, 
and it was finally decided to board up 
the rest of the street at each end in 
order to prevent all possibility of a dam ­ 
age suit. 
For several years the city has occupied 
a few feet of the ground of Mr. Morton 
for a street. 
When it was decided to 
pave Bradshaw avenue the council de­ 


cided to appropriate 16}£ feet of the 
ground, and Mr. Morton offered them 
the entire lot for $1 OOO. Council refused 
this offer and went into court, and the 
jury awarded Mr. Morton ll .200. Coun­ 
cil has six months to accept the award, 
but what it will do has not been decided. 
In regard to the matter Mr. Morton 
today gave out the following statem ent: 
“ Your reporter has asked me why I 
have fenced in the sidewalk in Brad 
shaw avenoe. 
I simply answer that it 
is my own, and I have the right to do 
with it as I please, but for the informa 
tion of the people who reside in the four 
additions, east, north, and south of 
my property, namely, McKinnon, Hus 
ton, 
Thompson 
and 
Bradshaw, 
who travel on this avenue which is the 
principal outlet to all said additions, I 
will state that I have furnished them 
with a sidewalk for over IO years w ith­ 
out any remuneration from the city. 
Over two months ago the honorable 
council of the city of East Liverpool 
notified me that they had appropriated 
and would condemn 15>£xl03 feet of my 
property to widen Bradshaw avenne. 
They forced me into court very much 
again my w ill; the jury gave me l l ,200 
for the best and only building part of 
my lot including my barrel factory 
which cost over $700. 
Aside from this 
I have been delayed in ordering apple 
barrel stock, and have lost my fall trade 
in that line. 
"Now a part of the honorable council 
are kicking on the price. 
Had the court 
awarded me $100 to $200 I would have 
been ordered to vacate and deliver up 
the goods ere this. Even this is robbing 
me of the best of my property on which 
I could and intended to build tenament 
houses th at would bring me $100 a 
month. 
"There is another feature in the case. 
The honorable council has never shown 
to the court or the people wherein it is a 
public benefit to pay Mrs. Morris $2,260 
for 15 feet immediately below mine, 
spend at least $1,200 to wall up the 
same, then on the next square throw the 
same street off into the run and build 
another wall over IOO feet long to re­ 
tain the paving. (Oh, ye gods and little 
fishes, losing the people’s money.) 
“There is still another feature. I can 
prove by a dozen witnesses that Huston 
run was shoved over on the Thompson 
property by artificial means. 
There is 
no law under heaven to permit one man 
to shove a natural water course over on 
another m an’s land to enhance the 
value of his own. 
There was no bridge 
at the corner of the Knowles, Taylor & 
Kuowles decorating house some years 
ago, and the run ran down where the 
Knowles, Taylor & Knowles piece now 
stands. 
This I get from old citizens. 
The excavation for the present sewer 
proves it. 
You cannet find a shovelful 
of mother earth in it—all brick yard and 
pottery refuse.

4 H atter o f Scientific Interest, if Not of 
Practical Value. 
Poncho, the vice president of the 
french Astronomical society, has in­ 
vented a way of a1 ti ring the present in­ 
clination of the earth's axis to the 
ecliptic. 
What he wants to do it for is 
not very clear. 
Perhaps, however, he 
doesn t want to do it arid merely puts 
forward his method as one possessing a 
purely academic interest. At all events, 
it is worthy of the attention of com­ 
pany promoters 
All that has to be done, as described 
by Invention, is to dig an enormous cir­ 
cular ditch, say, in Africa or South 
America (its center must be on the 
equator) and to fill it with sea water 
Fresh water will do if you can get 
enough of it, but as the radius of the 
ditch is to be a few hundred miles that 
is hardly likely. Having got your ditch 
full of sea water, nothing remains but 
to make it race round and round in the 
trench, whereupon the earth’s axis will 
begin to point toward different quarters 
of the heavens from those it indicates 
at present. 
The amount of deviation 
will depend on the radius of the ditch, 
the amount of water it holds, the speed 
at which the latter moves and the time 
during which the motion is kept np. 
We may suggest to M. Touche that 
when a sufficient sphere of French in­ 
fluence has been secured in Africa he 
might have a trench dug aud then by 
its use get all the ice melted round each 
of the present poles. 
French explorers 
could then discover them, whereupon 
the action of the trench would be stop­ 
ped and the present climatic conditions 
restored. 
France could then remain as 
long as she washed the only nation to 
have reached the celebrated points on 
the earth’s surface. 
As the digging of 
the ditch will be very expensive we 
make no charge for this suggestion.—

CAINE ON ALLIANCE.

Fresh from Manxland, with his early 
red beard and wavy hair, Hall Caille 
arrived at New York on the Campania 
tho other day. 
A great lover of uni­ 
versal peace, ho has tho Englishman’^ 
skepticism of the czar’s proposal for a 
general disarmament, 
“ which seems 
grotesque in coming from 
such 
a 
source,” ho said. Mr. Caine, moreover, 
seems to doubt the practicability of an 
Anglo-American alliance. “ It would be 
a groat guarantee for the world's peaoe—- 
if it were possible,” he added. 
When I met Mr. Caine at the Everett 
House, his first question was, “ What 
do they think over here of an Anglo- 
American alliance?” “ You know Amer­ 
icans, Mr. Caine,” I replied. “ How do 
you think they view’ the question?” 
“ Yes, that’s tru e,” ho replied. 
“ My 
home, Cree ba castle, on the Isle of 
Man, is a rendezvous for Americans. In 
fact, during the summer there are more 
of your fellow countrymen to be seen 
there than Englishmen. 
‘‘Well, nearly all of the intelligent 
Americans whom I have met seem to 
think that such an alliance would in ­ 
volve the United States in serious for­ 
eign complications that she 
should 
avoid. Much as they like England they 
seem to view’ the proposition with dis­ 
favor. 
How the m atter is generally 
view’ed here I have yet to learn. Now, 
when I left England the country waH 
enthusiastic ove r the subject. 
For the 
first time in my life I have seen the 
stars and stripes floating beside the 
British flag all over England. 
“ Englishmen, 
many of them 
at 
least, are strong for a formal alliance 
between the two countries. The feeling 
in some quarters in England on this 
subject is profound. 
It is based on a 
conviction that unity of race is a good 
ground for unity of interests. 
The ties 
between England and 
America 
are 
many and close—first the tie of blood, 
next of language, then of literature, 
then of faith. 
All these point, it is 
thought, to a unity of fate and destiny. 
On the other hand, a good many Eng­ 
lishmen see that the surest and best 
Anglo-American alliance is that which 
is going on silently every day in the 
constant intermarriage between tho tw o 
countries and by the interchange of 
mutual interests. They also realize that 
a formal bond might bring into active 
play a good deal of natural feeling 
which is now held in check. 
“ Englishmen see that England may 
have more to gain than America by a 
formal alliance; that the difficulties for 


her advantage. Au Anglo-American al­ 
liance, if it w’ero possible, would bo a 
tremendous factor in promoting the 
world’s peace.” 
“ What do you think of the results of 
our war w’ith Spain?” I asked. 
“ It is 
wonderful.'* replied Mr. Caille. “ With 
one of the smallest standing armies aud 
not the most remarkable of navies yon 
have won this great victory. 
Clearly, 
therefore, it is not, the difference be­ 
tween the appearance of a nation’s ar­ 
maments made in the budget returns, 
but the difference in the m en.” 
“ How do yon regard the czar’s pro­ 
posal for disarmament?” “ There was 
much talk about it in England at the 
moment of my leaving. Of course the 
proposition is not a new one, and per­ 
haps there is something illogical aud 
even grotesque in such a proposal com­ 
ing from the sovereign who has the 
largest standing army in the world. 
“ Of course there are those in England 
who say that necessity, not principle, 
lies at the root of the czar’s proposal;
